Continuation of item 1 1 : 

In the response, Applicant argued in substance that Jacobson does not teach that IC provides generic commands to the network elements 
nor that the network elements are preloaded with software which is executed in response to receiving the generic commands. 
In response to Applicant's arguments, Jacobson provides proper basis for the above limitations. Jacobson teaches MC and IC, MC has a 
user interface component (Col. 8, lines 34-36), the main purpose of MC is to allow user to enter commands without exposing the user to 
the complex vendor sepecific commands for various network equipments. The MC then transfer these generic commands or generic API 
calls over a network towards the IC (Cot. 2, lines 45-50; Col. 4, lines 8-9; Col. 6, lines 60-65; and Col. 25, lines 55-62). The IC component 
is acting as a translator of said generic commands into device specific commands to the vendor specific components. In other words, the 
vendor specific components each have their own dedicated pre-loaded software which will implement the corresponding generic 
commands originated from the MC when the generic command has been translated into device specific command.
